Burden Will Not Be Shifted From 
Rich Under proposed Changes In 
Law, Declare^ai. Explanation;^ 
of Program. • 

: Washington, Aug. 10.— An official 
statement explaining the administra- 
tion tax revision program was Issued 
at the White-House. It. declares Umt 
"the trim was to 'establish methods 
that would raise the needed revenue 
within a reasonable certainty, make 
collections sure-nnd Inexpensive and? 
classes of tlie 'community." 

"It is felt- that highly important 
progress, has -been made along these 
lines/' the statement says, adding: 

••There has" been no effort to relieve 
.the rich of their share of burdens, but' 
rather to Insure that no class will be 
left ah avenue of escape from these. 
A : casual analysts of the proposals 
shows that what, may be described as 
'the rich man's taxes' will produce 
about $1,800,600,000, while the balance 
will be distributed over the entire 
community, rich and poor. 

"The reduction to r 32 per cent of the 
highest income and surtax brackets 
is expected -by the- experts to produce- 
actually more rcvenue^from these 
sources than do the present much high- 
er rates. Tlie present rates prevent 
transactions which would Involve ap-. 
plication of the high rates, and thus 
keep taxes away from the govern- 
ment Also they drive money Into the 
tax-free securities, to the dlstrsss of 
business, and they lead to fraud and 
evasions. 

Experience has shown, in dealing 
with the excess profits tax, that where 
there is periodic selling, this tax is 
pyramided, multiplying the burden of 
the consumer and inducing speculation 
and waste, which have been largely 
responsible for the intense speculation 
that followed the war. It is an unsat- 
isfactory tax on which to base revenue 
estimates because Its product of reve- 
nue is so extremely variable, and in 
the present epoch of reduced earnings 
it would utterly fail to^produce the 
amount, needed. ' 

"In increasing the tax on corpora- 
tion earnings an exemption Is mnde 
of those having cnrnlngs of $2,000 or 
less—the poor man's corporations. 
The number that would thus, be ex- 
empted would exceed 300,000." f

, Thirty-eight head of pure bied Duroc 
hogs sold for an average of $53.20 per 
head at the first annual summer sale of 
Wm. G: Vof8 at BaBsett, last week. 
Bred bows averaged $62 per head. 

The average was - somewhat of a. dis- 
appointment to Mr. Voss, as in a num- 
ber of cases animals of the very best 
breeding went for a little more than 
pork prices. But he took an optimistic 
view of the sale, realizing present con- 
ditions and knowing the scarcity of 
money among the farmers. 

Col. Thompson, of Yorke, Neb., was 
auctioneer and in the ring said that the 
hog was the only product of the Amer 
ican farm that was today showing a 
profit. Milk, grains, etc., were being 
produced at an actual loss to the farm- 
er but with hogs at $10 and corn at 
present prices, a farmer can get more 
than cost of production out of hogs.

We residents of South. Main street, 
south of Maple avenue, wish to enter 
an earnest protest against the remov- 
al of Officer Congdon without the 
sanction of the village board. '•.> ■. 
A village ordinance regulates the 
speed limit to fifteen miles an hour 
within the limits of the village and 
notice to that effect is prominently 
posted at the corporation limits, as is 
done in every village in the land. This 
ordinance is necessary in the name of 
our common humanity, and for the 
protection of our little children and 
the aged and infirm members of our 
homes whose lives are jeopardized 
daily on the streets of Antioch by 
drivers of automobiles who recognize 
no law save their own will, and who 
think that the people of the village 
who own its homes, pay its taxes and 
support its merchants the year 
around, have no rights whatever, that 
are worthy of respect. 

The law says, "Slow down to fifteen 
miles an hour," while passing through 
our village streets in order to mini- 
mize the possibility of accidents to 
yourself and to our residents. Instead 
of doing this no attention whatever is 
taken, and cars coming from three 
diffrent directions race past our 
homes at an average of from twenty* 
five to thirty miles an hour, and our 
week end's are veritible bedlams. Of- 
ficer Congdon was hired to enforce 
that law, and until that law is re- 
pealed by those who passed it wo sub- 



mit that in stopping these speed 
violators and calling upon' them to re- 
spect it, he was strictly within his 
rights and was carrying out the ex- 
pressed will of those who hired him. 
He was not told thatit would be un- 
wise and unreasonable to expect a 
literal enforcement, or to expect that 
a speed of fifteen miles could really 
be enforce~d. He was told to put a 
stop to speed violations within the vil- 
lage limits. We who live where his 
conduct was seen and much of the 
conversation could not fail to be over- 
heard will testify as to his courtesy 
and efficency in handling* the week 
end traffic. Scores of cars were 
slowed down by a wave of his hand 
and a friendly admonition to "Go 
Easy." Other instances there were in 
which he was greeted by these speed- 
ers with profanity and derision and 
denials. As an officer of the law he 
was 'entitled to respect and insisted 
upon it rightly. Of course there are 
exceptions to all rules, and it may be 
that the chauffeur of the gentlemen 
who wrote the letter for last weeks 
News was an exception, if- so, we 
apologize but the rule holds good. 
Either the law should be enforced, or 
it should be repealed. No right mind- 
ed man in Antioch will be influenced 
by threats. Let us obey the law; have 
consideration for the rights and feel- 
ings of one another and so dwell 
together in peace and safety:

There were 67 men teachers and 370 
women teachers, a total of 443. 

"The sad part of this report," said 
Supt. Simpson, "is that there' were 
125 children' of school age- in the 
county who did not attend school last 
years. Fifteen of these were in 
Waukegan and the others from county 
districts. These, were between the, 
ages of G and 1G. 



There are 11,546 children in Lake 
county who attended school in the 
county' during the year just closed 
and 'the cost of operating the schools 
was $1,455,000 'according to a report 
county .. superintendent T. Arthur 
Simpson has just sent, to the state 
superintendent of schools. 

The total amount paid for salaries 
of teachers was $632,406 the net re- 
ceipts for school purposes were $1,- 
745,595 and the tax levy was $1,190,- 
000. 

There are 125 schools in the county 
and their total value is appraised at 
$3, 387,000. 

The school census showed that 
there were 12,749 males and 12,461 
females under the age of 21 in the 
county. Of these there were 5,020 
boys and 4,762 in the elementary 
schools, and 879 boys and 884 girls in 
high schools. The average length of 
the school year was nine months.
